paid engineers, 
miners and muckers. 
The rate of wages heretofore paid at 
the Rawhide, has 
been 
as 
follows: 
Engineers 
93,. miners $2.75, muckers 
$2.25. 
The demand is for an increase 
of 25 cents per day for each class of 
workers. :Anincrease is also asked for 
other surface employes. 


Capt. W. A.Nevills, the owner of 
the Rawhide, has been having trouble 
withthe unions for the past year. 
He 
is also owner 
of the :App mine 
at 
Quartz, which has 
been 
practically 
closed down for the past year, owingto 
the fact that the Captain would not
